RUSH 


Campeign for National Preparedness will Enter on New 
Phase in Congress this Week in Both House and Senate. 
Rear - Admiral Knight Comes Out Strong for a Vast 


{BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE. 


ASHINGTON, Feb. 29. — The 
campaign for national pre- 
paredness will enter on a new 

Phase in Congress next week, when in 
all probability bills providing for in- 
creasing the army to an extent never 
before contemplated in time of peace 
will be introduced in both the House 
and Senate. 

The House Military Committee will 
begin tomorrow its final review of the 
measure tentatively agreed upon last 
week, and which, it is stated, will be 
altered only in minor details before 
it is favorably reported. The final 
vote probably will be taken Thursday, 
but it will require several days for 
Chairman Hay to prepare a report to 
accompany the bill. . 

The Senate committee agreed today 
to insert only a general provision for 
Federalization of the National Guard 
in its regular army reorganization 
measure, leaving the task of putting 
this legislation in final shape for the 
joint conference committee, to which 
the two bills will go. By this action 
the Benate committee made it possible 
to bring out its bill also next week, 

TO HASTEN FLEET. 

Before the House Naval Commit- 
tee, Rear-Admiral Knight continued 
today his recommendations that every 
facility in the country be employed 
to hasten construction of a fleet equal 
to those of any two nations except 
Great Britain. American  polictes, 
such as the Monroe doctrine, Asiatic 
exclusion. control of the Panama 
Canal and the open door in China, he 
declared, constitute a great and grow- 
ing threat of war unless adequate 
preparation to uphold them is made.

BREAK WITH AMERICA 
WELCOMED IN GERMANY. 


ticle of February 25, expounding 
the German naval view of the possible 
effect upon German-American rela- 
tions by the threatened development 
of the submarine warfare to begin 
tonight, has reached London. The 
following is a full translation of the 
article: 


MERCHANTMEN 

There are two different views of 
the situation. The one which is sup- 
ported by the majority of our states- 
men is that a complete breach be- 
tween Germany and America would 
be very perilous; not on account of 
the military power of the United 
States, but for other reasons. A con- 
trary View is supported by the ma- 
jority of our naval officers, and is to 
the effect that the present war could 
be brought to a victorious end much 


sooner, but only on condition that 
every possible advantage were taken 
of a breach with the United States. 
In order to make this clear I will 
detail the two opposing views.

BRITISH TO JUSTIFY 
ATTACK ON SUBMARINES, 


Will Cite Decision by Chief Justice Marshall of United 
States Supreme Court Declaring that Armed Merchant- 
men Have the Right to Defend Themselves — Rule is as 
Applicable Today as When First Handed Down. 4

210 her (the Nereid's) passage she 
had a right to defend herself and did 
defend herself, but to search for the 


enemy would have been a violation of 
the charter party and of her ditty 
She did not rove over the ocean hurl- 
ing the thundere of war while shel- 
tered by the olive branch of peace.” 

The British contention in answer 
to the German assertion that armed 
merchantmen really are warships is 
substantially as follows: 

“A merchant vessel seeks a port 
and 4 ship of war seeks enemy ves- 
sels to destroy them. The distinction 
is clearly laid down in the United 
States instructions to armed mer- 
chantmen. If a submarine approaches 
a merchant vessel it can only be with 
the intent to destroy it, and this has 
been proved aguin and again by ex- 
perience. The merchant. vessel has, 
therefore, by a natural law the same 
right to defend herself as a peaceful 
citizen has if attacked by a gunman. 
The law gives a peaceful citizen the 
right to fire in self-defense; and mer- 
chant vessels are under strict instruc-

THIRTY MILTION POLLARS OF 
TWO-PER-CENTS AFFECTED. 


First Step is Taken Toward Carry- 
ing Out Plans of Framers of Fed- 
eral Reserve Act for Substitution 
of Currency Based on Needs of 
Commerce.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 29.—The first 
step was taken today toward carry- 
ing out the plans of the framers of 
the Federal Reserve Act for substi- 
tution of a currency based on the de- 
mands of commerce for a currency 
based on government bonds. In a 
letter to the Federal Reserve Board, 
Secretary MrAdoo announced his 
readiness to provide for the retire- 
ment during the present year of $39,- 
600,000 of the 2 per cent United 
States bonds used by national banks 
to secure their note circulation. 

This was regarded by board mem- 
bers as the most important action af- 
fecting the reserve system taken in 
many months. There is outstanding 
more than 1700,00. of these 2 per 
cent. bonds, a total that has not va- 
ried heretofore, with the result that 
the amount of national bank notes in 
circulation has been fixed no matter 
whether money was tight or easy. 

The reserve’ act provides for the re- 
tirement of the 2’: in twenty vears, 
the national bank currency gradually 
being replaced by Federal reserve 
notes, based upon commercial paper 
and gold and counted upon by the 
framers of the law to respond to the 
demands of business. 

Machinery is provided in the re- 
ferve act for the retirement of the 
2's by their refunding in thirty-year 
3 per cent bonds on which currency 
cannot be based, and one-year United 
States gold notes. 

The law an that reserve banks 
shall be required to purchase a total 
of $25,000,000 of the 2 per cents. 
from banks which are members of the 
system each year If the banks desire 
to get rid of this amount. 

Mr. McAdoo, however, on advice of 
counsel, has decided that thie provi- 
sion of the law covers only 2 per cent. 
bonds held by national banks ogainet 
which they have bank curren 
and not bends held by reserve banks 
for investment purposes and against 
which there is no outstanding circuls- 
tion.

French army is being held miles from 
the battle front at Verdun, The fore- 
most military authorities of Great 
Britain believe that in doing so the 
best tactics have been employed, for 
if the attack on Verdun fails, as it is 
firmly believed that it will, ft is ex- 
pected that another and greater drive 
will be launched by the Germans in 
the Champagne region. A concen- 
trated French reserve will meet it. 

The losses on both sides in the 
fighting at Verdun are reported as 
tremendous, but, according to all re- 
ports received here, the German dead 
far outnumber the French. As the 
battle advances the British authori- 
ties share with the French the belief 
that the German advance haa been 
checked and that the Teutons can do 
no more than has already been ac- 
complished. 

It iw» the belief today of British 
critics that the offensive was, first, an 
effort to upset the plan for the spring 
campaign of the allies, which is be- 
lieved to have included a combined 
attack upon the German lines on all 
fronts, and, second, that it is a pure 
gambler's chance on the part of the 
Germans to reach Paris by a V- 
shaped wedge. Another reason seen 
by war critics for the drive is that 
neutral opinion may be seriously af- 
fected, especially in the Balkan states. 

OBJECT OF THE DRIVE. | 

Fragmentary reports and bits of 
evidence which are filtering in have 
already been pieced together by mill- 
tary experts, enabling them to see 
clearly the objective in the German 
drive. Their supreme bid for success 
in this offensive reste upon the repeti- 
tion of tactics pursued in the early 
days of the war and by the greatest 
assemblage of cannon in the history 
of the world, it is stated. 

Every’ report shows that Germany 
awaited the beginning of her move- 
ment at Verdun until she had brought 
up the monster guns with which she 
battered the Russian front last spring 
and the Serbian strongholds last fall. 
It is also stated that the great guns 
made solely for the defense of the 
Dardanelles, and which had hardly 
been put in place before the allies 
evacuated the Straita, have been

A CRIPIC’S VIEWS. 

Lord Sydenham, recognized in Eng- 
land as one of the foremost critics 
on military Affaire, in discussing the 
terrific big-gun fire which marked the 
battle at Verdun, sald today: 

“Skoda, the Austrian inventor, has 
been working exclusively in Germany 
since the outbreak of the war. His 
12-inch howitzera played their first 
important role at the siege of Liege. 
I fully expect that the Germans are 
using a great number of his uns at 
Verdun, but whether or not they have 
aprung anything new on us is a ques- 
tion I am not prepared to answer. 

“The French guns, although having 
no target like Dousumont, have done 
even greater execution than the Ger- 
mans. So far nothing has occurred 
to show that the Fretich 7 mim. 
meter is not the best gun known. 
They are easliy a match the 
Skodas.” 

Speaking generally of the battle, 
Lord Bydenham said: 

“The present drive seems to have 
been undertaken by Germany, first, 
to enhearten the country, and, second- 
ly, to impress neutrals. The losses 
of the Germans, including the cutting 
to pleces of the famous Branden- 
burgers, must certainly defeat the 
first objective, and surely it will not 
make the masses of Germany, who 
are now beginning to suffer terribly, 
more cheerful. While nothing but 
entire success is likely to induce 
Rumania and Greece from tak 
the aide of the allles. 

“Because of this we are bound to 
expect that the attack now launched 
will continue with unbounded frenzy, 
net only et Verdun, but at other 
points along the 5600-mile front. The 
sidelines seem to be standing still ap- 
plau@ing the combatants in the main 
area, when one would naturally ex- 
pect at least tremendous artillery at- 
tacks.”

“My Dear Mr. Pou: Inasmuch as 
I learn that Mr. Henry, the chairman 
of the Committee on Rules, is absent 
in Texas, I take the liberty of calling 
your attention, as ranking .member 
of the committee, to a matter of 
Brave concern to the country which 
ean, I believe, be handled, under the 
laws of the United States, only by 
that committee. 

“The report that there are divided 
counsels in Congress in regard to the 
foreign policy of the government is 
being made industrious use of in for- 
eign capitals. I believe that report 
to be false, but so long ae it is cred- 
ited anywhere it cannot fail to do the 
greatest harm and expose the country 
to the most serious risks. 

“I therefore feel justified in asking. 
that your committee will permit me 
to urge an early vote upon the resolu- 
tions with regard to travel on armed 
merchantmen which recently have 
been talked about so much, in order 
that there may be afforded an imme- 
diate opportunity for full public dis- 
eussion and action upon them, and 
that all doubts and conjectures may 
be ewept away and our foreign rela- 
tions once more cleared of damaging 
misunderstandings.

BERLIN, Feb. 29, 9 a.m. (via Lon- 
don.)—The correspondents of the Ber- 
lin newspapers who were permitted 
on Sunday to visit the ground gained 
by the Germans in the Verdun conflict 
describe the effect of the German ar- 
tillery fire on the village of Haumont 
as having left a unique picture of 
fantastic destruction. The same was 
true of the town of Brabant. 

The correspondents asserted that 
the French field artillery was so over- 
whelmed by the German guns that 
frequently it was unable to make 
itself dangerous. The French long- 
range guns were doing their best to 
keep Fort Dovaumont smothered in 
a rain of shells after five attempts 
by the French to recapture it had 
failed. The city of Verdun had suf- 
fered little. The fires that had broken 
out a few days previously had all been 
extinguished except a big blaze in the 
western end of the town. Villages be- 
tween Fort Dovaumont and Verdun 
were burning fiercely. The weather 
was changeable, there being a mixture 
of sunshine and snow.

Mayor 8 of Chicago 
Loses at Primaries. 


{BY DIRECT WIRE—EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH.) 

ST. LOUIS, Feb. 29.—Two ordli- 
nances providing for segregation of 
whites and negroes in different blocks 
were voted on and carried here today, 
one by a vote of 62,220 to 17,887, and 
the other 52,064 to 17,808. 

The first pro that no white or 
negro person move into a block 
entirely occupied by members of the 
other race. 

The other that no one shall move 
into a block in which 75 per cent. of 
the residents are of the other race. 

Legal authorities claim that the 
more stringent ordinance will take 
precedence over the other. 

The ordinance is to go into effect 
in ten days, but an injunction euit 
will be filed and prominent negroes 
declared tonight the matter, if neces- 
sary, would be taken to the Supreme 
Count of the United States, which has 
never passed on segregation. 

The ordinance also applies te 
churches, theaters and other assembly 


Places. 

It does not disturb present condi- 
tions, not being retroactive. There 
was no disorder today and the cam- 
paign has been quietly conducted. 

JOLT FOR THOMPSON. 
(BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE) 

CHICAGO, Feb. 29.—8ix of the nine 
wards, the Aldermen of which re- 
volted against Mayor William H. 
Thompson, Republican, nominated 
anti-Thompson Aldermanic candidates 
at the primaries today. The Mayor's 
candidates were returned in the Third, 
Thirteenth and Thirty-third Wards. 

Women as well as men voted. 
Nineteen wards of the city’s thirty- 
five put up anti- Thompson tickets, 
but the fight centered in the Seventh, 
in which is situated the University of 
Chicago. Years ago Charles E. Mer- 
riam of the faculty came into the City 
Council as a leader of the so-called 
reform element. Mayor Thompson's 
fiercest assault was made against 
John N. Kimball, the Merriam candi- 
date, but he was nominated, 5472 
against 5314. 

The Democratic primaries were 
contested by followers of Roger Sulli- 
van, so-called Demacratic “boss” of 
the State, against 3 of Gov.

Tf 
England. then, fs left to the fate she 
at first planned for us, namely, when 
she is confronted by starvation, she 
will be compelled to surrender un- 
conditionally, unless she wishes to de 
starved out. With the fall of England, 
however, Russia and France will also 
automatically collapse like the organs 
of a body whose heart has been bored 
through. Then also America will re- 
main isolated, and must for her part 
also accept any conditions we propose 
because in the peace treaties with our 
European foes we can, among other 
things; also demand the handing over 
of all large battleships and submia- 
rines, whereby our fleet would become 
seven times the strength of the Ameér- 
an navy. Then América would si- 
multaneously be compelled to surren- 
der and, as a matter of course sene 
would not only have to give up all 
the interned German liners, but also 
pay all the war expenditure of the 
Germanic powers and their allies. 

As to points numbers two and three 
which the statesmen make we reply 
that the speedy ending of the war 
would not even give the Yankees time 
to supply the money and ‘munitions 
to Europe, especially as such deliver- 
igs presuppose the possibility of ships 
being able to enter enemy harbors, and 
this is just what would be prevented 
by the utmost ruthlessness with which 
our U-boat warfare would be waged, 

Finally, as to the fourth point, ft 
may be Rumania and Greece would, 
for reasons of safety first. wait to ob- 
serve the further course of events, 
and if a breach with America were 
to be followed at once by the n . 
namely. giving no further period 
grace like that which tis to expire 
March 1, the desired result with the 
two states named would not be long 
in forthcoming. For us, our sucobtes, 
even in the case of Rumania and 
Greece, would soon have proper effect.

Who guarantees that things will 
happen as you say? It is easy for you 
to talk, as you do not bear the re- 
sponsibility. However. we who must 
shoulder the terrible responsibility 
have the feeling that we shall start 
in on an incalculable gamble if we do 
as you advire. 

As to that, of course, we civil men 
naturally have nothing to say, for 1? 
we ourselves are firmly convinced 
that things will happen fust as we 
say they will, we cannot be expected 
in advance to provide the proofs. And 
if one prefers the maxim. “caution 
is the mother of wisdom.” to the 
maxim, “he who dares wins,” there * 
nothing to de said.

The development of this industry has 
ed in a shortage of labor in the 
Ashanti gold fields. The coal fields of 
Africa aggregate 800,000 square miles; 
te copper fields equal those of North 
America and Europe combined, and 
Sndeveloped iron ore amounting to 
Sve times that of North America. Its 
forests would build a board walk, six 
Mches thick and eight miles wide, 
around the whole globe. It would be 
Made of ebony, tak. rosewood, ma- 
hogany and almost every known kind 
ef timber. Africa has 40,000 miles of 
fiver and lake navigation, and water 
Powers aggregating ninety times those 
of Niagara Falls. If Africa had the 
same proportion of railroad mileage 
as the United States, according to its 
size, it would have 1,000,000 miles of 
track instead of the 25,000 miles now 
in operation.

CHANGING FRONTIER. 

In his address on “The World's 
Frontiers.“ Dr. Crothers said: 

“If I were to sum up the outstand- 
ing characteristics of the hour in 
which we now live, I should say that 
it is an hour of changing and chal- 
lenging frontiers. There is a new fron- 
tier in the world of industrial rela- 
tions. There never was a time when 
there was so much of the Sermon of 
the Mount and the Golden Rule in 
the industrial world as there is to- 
day. Industrial relations have never 
been so Christian as they are today. 
Never was so much wealth being used 
for the welfare of the toilers as to- 
day. But it is also true that there 
never was so much of unrest and 
strife and so many unsolved indus- 
trial problems as in this day. Now the 
church must always be the church 
of all the people and not of a class. 
whether taillers or employers. While 
avoiding controversy and strife, never- 
theless the modern pastor must be 
sufficientiy well informed on these 
questions to be a leader in Christian- 
izing the industrial order. He must re- 
late the gospel of the first century 
to twentieth century conditions. 

“We are facing also a new frontier 
in the world of social relations. The 
time was when men were content to 
be serfs, sold with the land—the prop- 
erty of other folks. But now we be- 
hold the world movement in which 
men are claiming the right to deter- 
mine the conditions under which they 
shall live and move and have their 
being. Without regard to creed, color, 
race, social status. wealth or any of 
the accidents of birth, they claim 
their inalienable rights as men. 

“There ts abo a new metropolitan 
frontier. The world 1 fast becoming 
a world of cities. This is not merely 
an American problem, but a world 
problem. Take for Instance the city of 
Johannesburg, in South Africa. Thirty 
years ago there was no house where 
the present city now stands, which 
covers an area the size of the District 
of Columbia asd has a population cf 
250,000. Every fifth white man in 
Johannesburg is a Jew; the British 
and Foreign Bible Society distributes 
the Scriptures in fifty different lan- 
guages in this one city. 

“The cities are challenging the 
church to a readjustment of pro- 
gramme and an increase of financial 
support as never before. 

“America is also facing her new 
froritier of world neighborhood. 
America can only endure as she gives 
her life for others. We are looking to- 
day upon an embattled world. Nations 
are fighting for supremacy. We must 
remember in this day the words of 
the Master, ‘He that would be greatest 


shall be the servant of all.’ No doc- 
trine of provincialism is adequate for 
this hour. ‘America for Americans 
will simply be an epitaph for our 
tombstones. America must live for the 
establishment of the kingdom of God 
upon the earth. 

“america is facing her new fron- 
tier of spiritual opportunity. The 
whole world is in transition in its eco- 
nomic, social and religious life. Amer- 
lea is the land of the largest wealth.

mails in a scheme to defraud.

Harry Thompson, and especially Mra. 
Thompson, The treatment of Mrs. 
Thompson was not satisfactory, and 
Dr. Gross pald $125 to Mr. Clark, he 
said, to adjust the trouble. Dr. Gross 
exhibited the check in favor of Clark, 
who was to pay Thompson, but 
Thompson testified that he had never 
received the money. 

Dr. F. IL. Cunningham of Hollywood 
gave the Physicians’ Protective As- 
sociation a number of bills to col- 
lect, and among others was that of 
Harry Stewart, for $60. The wit- 
ness said that he had a communica- 
tion from Clark to the effect that the 
bill would be paid as soon as the? 
Stewart estate was settled up, when 
as a matter of fact. and as was dis- 
covered later, the bill had been paid 
long before the letter was sent to Dr 
Cunningham. 
A number of witnesses, physic; 
testified as to bills being 8 
the hands of Clark and Mrs. Smith 
for collection, some receiving the 
check of Clark for payments made on 
the bills since the present trial was 
set by Judge Trippet. In only iso- 
lated cases were monthly reports of 
the association's business made, and 
then only for a short time.

I am 
not one of those who believetin peace 
at any price. There are worse things. 
than war, just as there are worse 
things than death, Like life, peace, 
may be bought too dear, but those 
who lightly, or in defense of some 


traitors to their country and to hu- 
manity, even though they be willing 
to be the first victims. If we are in- 
volved in the present war the real 
cause will not be any action by a for- 
eign nation; it will be solely on ac- 
count of our own action. Many causes, 
“rights.” etc.. were alleged for our 
Civil War, but there was just one 
thing that really produced that con- 
flict and that was slavery and the 
determination to defend the “right” 
——the legal “right’’—of one man to 
own another. This “right” Was of; 
course morally indefensible; had it 
not been insisted on there would have 
been no war. All the irritation. all 
the sectional feeling, all the minor 
causes sprang out of this one wrong; 
for which, of course, the South was 
by no means solely responsible. 

So now. in spite of the self-right- 
eous chorus of seif-laudation that our 
press is dinning into our ears, if we 
get into this war the real cause will 
be simply the defense of another 
“right” as wrong as siavery ever was 
—the hellish munitions traffic. Every | 
case of friction, every humiliation 
America has suffered, every death of 
American citizens and robbery of 
American commerce traces back to 
our festering of this traffic: none of 
them would have occurred, nor would 
we have tolerated even the chance 
of their occurrence, except for this 
pander's trade in blood that we pur- 
sue and defend. It has lost us the 
good will of all Europe, and we our- 
selves will not long be able to con- 
tinue to draw a veil of self-com pla- 
cency over the pile of money we have 
enabled the Morgans and Schwabs to 
coin out of the death roll of Europe. 
The blot of slavery was washed with 
blood from our escutcheon: how can 
this new biot, so much a deeper crim- 
son, so much less excusable, ever be 
removed? 

Do we want our sons in the trenches 
to further defend this iniquity? If 
we cease to attempt to profit by the 
war we may avoid losing by war. A 
month of participation in it will sweep 
away more than all these bloodstained 
profits; but the wounds and loss will 
not fall on the Morgans and Schwabe 
and eastern commercial papers; they 
will be endured by the rest of us, who.
